The  Junior  Prom,  staged  by  the 
cla^s  of  ’27  has  now  passed  into  his- 
tory, and  in  passing  carries  with  it 
the  enviable  distinction  of  having 
been  the  greatest  social  event  ever 
held  by  the  students  of  Loyola  Col- 
lege. .\itd  more,  the  success  of  this 
years  prom,  ranks  most  favorably,  in 
comparis(m,  with  the  more  elaborate 
undertakings  of  the  larger  colleges, 
in  which  this  dance  is  made  the  crown- 
ing achievement  of  the  social  year. 

The  Prom,  held  in  the  college  gym- 
nasium on  Friday  evening  was  at- 
tended by  300  couples,  who  were 
treated  to  an  evening  of  excellent  en- 
tertainment, amid  the  beautiful  sur- 
roundings of  Evergreen:  The  artis- 
tic display  of  palms  and  fern,  together 
with  the  many  colored  lights  and 
softened  footlights,  made  the  gymna- 
sium a veritable  oriental  garden.  The 
music  was  furnished  by  Bob  lula  s or- 
chestra, and  these  syncopating  artists, 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Jack 
Lederer,  presented  a program  the  ex- 
cellence of  which  has  seldom  been 
equalled  in  this  city. 

The  Grand  Promenade  started  at 
11.30  and  was  led  by  John  Spcllissy, 
who  selected  Miss  Anna  Tottle  for 
his  partner.  The  popular  leader  es- 
corted his  partner  to  the  center  of  the 
floor,  where  she  was  presented  with 
a bouquet  of  roses  by  the  president  of 
the  Alumni  Association,  the  other 
couples  forming  behind,  and  immedi- 
ately after  the  presentation  the  march 
started.  The  promenaders  marching 
in  brilliant  array  to  the  strains  of  the 


Washington-Lee  Swing,  made  the  cir- 
cuit of  the  floor  several  times  and 
broke  in  front  of  the  orchestra. 

Miss  Tottle  wore  a gown  of  orchid 
crepe  de  chine  and  carried  a bouquet 
of  American  Beauty  roses. 

The  Faculty  members  in  attendance 
expressed  their  appreciation  of  the 
orderly  manner  in  which  the  affair 
was  conducted  and  praised  the  gentle- 
manly behavior  of  tlie  student  body.

\\’hen  Father  McE  neanv  began 
h's  labors  at  Loyola  eight  years  ago. 
the  college  department  was  ver\'  small 
and  humble.  It  was  housed  with  and 
almost  o\ershadowcd  Iw  the  high 
school.  He  beg.in  his  expansion  in 
the  high  school  department,  realizing 
ib'U  at  that  time,  growth  in  the 
college  deaprtment  was  imposible. 
I hen  came  a great  stride.  Evergreen 
^^■as  purchased  and  the  college  was 
moved  and  with  it  moved  a small 
band  of  students.  Tlnrse  early  days 
\vere  rather  trying.  On  account  of 
the  lack  of  room  at  Evergreen,  labor- 
atory classes  had  to  be  held  at  Calvert 
Street.  This  necessitated,  in  certain 
classes,  a journey  of  stime  three  or 
four  miles  between  periods.  After 
three  tr\ ing  years,  Mr.  George  C. 
Jenkins  came  to  the  assistance  of 
Father  McEneany,  and  erected  the 
magnificent  building  in  which, we  are 
now  housed.  After  the  completion 
of  the  Science  Building  all  connec- 
tion w ith  Calvert  Street  was  severed, 
d'he  ne.xt  big  achievement  was  the 
gymnasium,  the  story  of  which  you 
all  know.  Such  a series  of  achieve- 
ments, together  xvith  the  main  build- 
ing, xvhich  we  understand  will  be 
started  in  June,  constitute  a record 
worthy  of  the  man. 

..As  a tribute  of  their  highest  esteem 
and  affection  the  students  presented 
a spiritual  bouquet  to  Father  Rector, 
in  his  eyes  the  most  valuable  present 
they  could  ha\e  made.  It  must  be  a 
source  of  great  joy  to  him  to  look 
back  on,  so  magnificient  a record.

direction  of  Athletic  Director  Stanlev 
B.  Cofall.  For  successful  athletics 
attract  students — and  more  students 
is  the  the  greatest  need  at  Loyola 
now. 

•As-you  know,  this  program  is  well 
under  way.  The  football  team,  for 
its  first  year,  made  a creditable  show- 
ing, and  the  basket-ball  team  fought 
its  way  to  the  front  rank  among  State 
teams.  Football  prospects  for  next 
fall  are  distinctly  encouraging,  with 
a number  of  excellent  new  men  ia 
sight,  and  a splendid  schedule  that  in- 
cludes games  in  Baltimore  with  Johns 
Hopkins,  Mt.  St.  Mary’s,  AVestera 
Marvland  and  AVashington  Colleges. 
Football  ought  to  pay  in  1926.
